DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's communication of 1/1 1/2008. 
Currently claims 1,3,5, 6, 8-1 0, 1 2, 1 3, 1 5, 1 7, 1 9-21 , 23, 24, 26, 29, 31 -33, 35 and 36 
are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 1/1 1/2008, with respect to the prior art 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-10, 12, 13, 15, 17, 19-21, 23, 24, 26, 29, 31-33, 35 and 36 
are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a winged 
safety needle assembly with the specifics as claimed and particularly where "the distal 
end of said cylindrical sheath in combination with said locking tab and a slot in the 
cylindrical sheath" and " an arc shaped projection that is inserted through the slot in the 
cylindrical sheath to directly engage the shoulders of the pair of flexible extension arms" 
and the arc length that extends over a 180 degree arc was not shown in the prior art of 
record or any obvious modifications thereof.
